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Throughout the Scriptures the Holy Spirit has selected 
many kinds of articles which are in daily use from which 
spiritual lessons may be learned and by which we may find 
that men are using many things today such as existed cen- 
turies ago.

HINGES. It is interesting to| 
note that in I Kings 7:50 the 
hinges in Solomon’s Temple are 
described as being made of gold.

Why A Bible 
Protestant Church?

The Bible Protestant Church is 
not a new denomination, but the 
continuing body of the Eastern 
Conference of the Methodist Prot- 
estant Church. The Methodist 
Protestant Church was organized 
in 1830 upon the Scriptural doc- 
trines and principles set forth by 
John Wesley. 


When the proposed union of The 
Methodist Episcopal Church, The 
Methodist Episcopal Church South 
and The Methodist Protestant 
_Church was about to be consum- 
/mated in 1939, The Eastern Con- 
'ference of The Methodist Protes- 
'tant Church gave notice by a de- 
_cisive vote that it would not enter. 
'The reason was clear—the new 
|Methodist Church would be con- 
trolled by leaders who did not be- 
‘lieve in an inspired, infallible 
| Bible. 

This determination not to enter 
'Methodist Union later took the 
‘form of a definite action. The 
'Eastern Conference of the Metho- 
‘dist Protestant Church was in ses- 
‘sion at Atlantic City, New Jersey, 
'when an attempt was made, in- 
spired by the Bishops who were 
‘present, to declare The Eastern 
‘Conference of the Methodist 
'Protestant Church out of exis- 
tence, and all of its churches to 
‘be a part of the new Methodist 
Church. At this point, on Septem- 
ber 28, 1939, the pastors, delegates 
and friends representing thirty- 
four churches walked out and con- 
tinued the sessions at Scullville, 
New Jersey. About a year later 
the name was changed to Bible 
Protestant. 


The obedience to the Lord’s 
command not to be “unequally 
yoked together with unbelievers,” 
has brought. much blessing. A 
monthly periodical, The Bible 
Protestant Messenger, was soon 
born to herald the good tidings. 
Missionary giving multiplied, and 
Bible Protestant Missions, Inc., 
our Mission Board, came into be- 
ing. The office of a full-time 
travelling secretary, which was 
previously a mere dream, now 
became a reality. A publication 
board, Bible Protestant Press, 
Inc. ‘was launched. A _ fully 
equipped conference grounds has 
just been purchased. Many of our

Introduction = 


It is not easy to write a book of this nature. However, 
it is the firm conviction of the writer that it must be done. 
There are numerous reasons which make a publication of this 
kind necessary. First of all, the Word of God is very clear in 


its command to every child of 


God to “earnestly contend for 


the faith which was once delivered unto the saints” (Jude 3). 
There is also the tremendous responsibility to warn the many 
sincere, born-again Christians, who unknowingly are in fel- 
lowship with unbelief, and whose tithes finance its continua- 
tion. In addition, one shudders to think of the terrible effect 
of false teaching upon the dear helpless children who, in the 
early impressionable years, are being taught through Metho- 
dist literature that the Word of God, the Bible, is not trust- 


worthy. 


This book is also the answer to 
the question, “Why did thirty-four 
churches of the Eastern Confer- 
ence of the former Methodist Prot- 
estant Church (Now Bible Protes- 
tant Church) refuse to enter the 
Methodist Union, which union was 
consumated in 1939?” This union 
was entered by the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South and most 
of the Conferences of the Metho- 
dist Protestant Church. 


The example of the Apostle Paul 
in dealing with error becomes the 
pattern for this book. Paul named 
the persons who were spreading 
error. “And their word will eat as 
doth a canker: of whom is Hy- 
menaeus and Philetus.” He stated 
just what the false teaching was. 
“Who concerning the truth have 
erred, saying that the resurrection 
is past already.” Paul also pointed 
out the harm from the false doc- 
trine. “And overthrow the faith 
of some” (2 Tim. 2:17-18). 

This book, I believe, will prove 
that the present Methodist Church 
may be compared to a spring 
which is poisoned at its source. 
This is so because many of the 
leaders who direct the teaching 
and policy of the Methodist 
Church have definitely abandoned 
belief in the Seriptures as the in- 
spired, inerrant.Word of God. The 
inevitable result has been a radi- 
cal departure from the historic 
doctrines of the Christian faith.

Is the Bible really the Word of God? It has been the 
historic position of the Christian Church that the Bible is the 
verbally-inspired Word of God, the only infallible rule of 
faith and practice. It has been believed by the Church that 
the books of the Bible were inspired by a special act of the 
Holy Spirit whereby He guided the writers in their choice of 
words. The Holy Spirit thus enabled the writers properly to 
convey the thought He had in mind. The result is that we 
have a Bible kept free from errors of fact, doctrine or judg- 
ment. “For the prophecy came-not in old time by the will of 
man: but holy men of God spake as they were moved by the 


Holy Ghost” (II Pet. 1:21). 


The leaders of the Methodist 
Church would have us believe 
that instead of an inerrant Bible 
inspired by the Holy Spirit, we 
have a collection of merely human 
writings. It will be shown in the 
pages following, that the leaders 
of the Methodist Church believe 
the Bible to be full of errors and 
contradictions, a book which 
makes many false claims for it- 
self and a book which contains 
much fiction which is presented 
to the reader as actual history. 

The historic view of inspiration 
must be given up, so the Methodist 
leaders say. The scholarship de- 
veloped in the last fifty years 
or so has, by its findings, we 
are told, completely disproved the 
historic position of an inerrant 
Bible. Therefore, as far as these 
leaders are concerned, all real 
authority of the Bible is gone. 
The Bible is a book over which 
we must sit in judgment and dis- 
cern for ourselves what is truth 
and what is not. The constituency 
of the Methodist Church has been 
asked to listen to, “What say the 
scholars?” instead of listening. to, 
“What saith the Lord?” 


The Methodist Church defends 
these men who are undermining 
the faith of multitudes of people. 
Here is a quotation defending the 
scholars whose many denials of the 
faith will be found in subsequent 
chapters: 

“Why do some Christians hold 
scholars in contempt?” 

“Because they do not under- 
stand what the scholars are try- 
ing to do. Scientific Bible is of 
comparatively recent date. Half 
a century ago the average Chris- 
tian knew little about Bible scho- 
larship in its best sense. He had 
been taught certain things from 
the Bible and other things about 


‘the belief in an 


the Bible. Today, when he dis- 
covers that the scholars are say- 
ing new things he becomes con- 
fused and sometimes alarmed. 
Some people, finding it necessary 
to think their way through anew, 
immediately charge the scholars 
with upsetting the faith of the 
people.’’! 

An amazing claim in the above 
paragraph is that, “Half a cen- 
tury ago the average Christian 
knew little about Bible scholar- 
ship in its best sense.” That is 
a tremendous statement whicl 
Simply is not correct. Are we to 
believe that the Christian Church 
through the centuries was denied 
Bible scholarship in its best sense? 
What about the Methodist leaders 
such as the Wesleys, Whitefield, 
Fletcher, Hill, Watson and Clarke? 
Are we to conclude that these 
consecrated scholars were so ig- 
norant of true Biblical knowledge 
that the Christians to whom they 
ministered knew little about Bible 
scholarship in its best sense? The 
great Wesleyan revival rescued 
England from the throes of skep- 
ticism, immorality and drunken- 
ness. It was a mighty movement 
of the Spirit of God. Can we be- 
lieve that so much was accom- 
plished with a basically incorrect 
understanding of the Bible? 

No doubt the Methodist leaders 
date Bible scholarship in its best 
sense from the time of the form- 
ulation of the destructive Graf- 
Wellhausen theory. This theory 
directs the burden of its attack 
upon the heart of all true faith, 
inerrant Bible. 
Is it Bible scholarship in its best 
sense when such scholarship des- 
troys faith in the Bible? 

I list just a few other men out-

“God is doing something in 
Washington,’ Graham said Fri- 
day night, as 7,000 listeners sat 
in the National Guard Armory 
in a tense and emotional silence. 

“You’re going to see something 
happen in this city. 

“God never has refused 
prayers of so many people.” 

Senators and congressmen join 
the throng nightly at Graham’s 
revival meetings.

AT FRIDAY night’s meeting, 
Rep.

Graham is hoping to get per- 
mission this weekend to hold a 
gigantic service on the steps of 
the US. Capitol on the after 
noon of Sunday, Feb. 3.

“What a time it will be,” he 
said ecstatically. “Forty or fifty 
thousand people listening to the 
call of Christ.” 

At his big meetings at the arm- 
ory every night Graham puts 
everything he has on the ball, 
because he is inclined to believe 
the headlines he reads about the 
low moral tone of Washington. 

“What gets me,” he said, “is 
this link between the underworld 
and public officials, right here in 
Washington, which is the symbol 
of our government itself.”

GRAHAM is a remarkable per- 
former on stage, and a disarm- 
ing, affable and humble young 
man in his little corner office in 
the armory. 

He believes there is a tre- 
mendous hunger for spiritual 
certainty among the people. 

And he feels a deep gratitude 
to God for selecting him to help 
satisfy that hunger. 

Graham’s audience is well sea- 
soned with hymns before he 
mounts the raised platform, with 
a microphone in his coat lapel, 
which gives him mobility. 

The young evangelist is tall 
and slender, with a high fore- 
head and piercing blue eyes. 
He wears a blue flannel sports 
jacket and gray flannel slacks, 
and speaks of Christ with the fa- 
miliarity that comes from per- 
sonal friendship.

HE HAS the voice of Jeremiah, 
and is lavish’in his gestures, two 
dramatic qualities that keep his 
audience entranced. 


At times he holds his Bible 
aloft, flat on the tips of his 
fingers, like a pizza hot from 
the oven. 

Graham preaches the old-fash- 
ioned, fundamental and Biblical 
principle of human depravity, as 
taught by Calvin. 

And he does it with more 
schmaltz than Calvin or any of 
his successors ever got into the 
routine. 

But he offers a joyous alterna- 
tive to brimstone and fire if his 

listeners will be “but born again.” 

“I’m not calling for a moral re- 
vival, . . it won’t last,” he pleads. 
“What we want is moral regen- 
eration. 

“Listen with every ear that 
you have,” he says, shaking a 
forefinger at the rapt audience. 
“If any man gets to heaven with- 
out being born again, this Jesus 
is a liar, and I say that rever- 
ently. He said it to Nicodemus.”

YOU CAN sense the emotional 
exhaustion in the vast audience 
as Graham winds up his message 
and asks for a show of hands 
from those who wish to make a

Hands pop up gingerly through- 
out the hall.

More hands go up and Graham 
asks those who have made their

the rostrum. 

Men and women of all ages and 
station in life come forward, some 
hesitant, some with spiritual bra- 
vado.

SOME SHED tears unselfcon- 
sciously, tears that were first spil- 
led in the loneliness of sin, and 
accelerated perhaps by the wist- 
ful sobbing of the organ and the 
vibrant prayer that Graham is ut- 
tering as the crowd gathers below 
him.

My Jesus, Your Jesus 


(Continued from page 1) 


I. He Is the Christian’s 
Own Jesus 

In a peculiar sense the dear 
Lord Jesus belongs to a Chris- 
tian. We say that one becomes a 
Christian when he accepts Christ 
“as his own personal Saviour.” 
To believe that Christ died for the 
sins of the world is not enough. 
To believe that Jesus is God's 
Lamb is not enough. To believe in 
His deity, in His atoning death, 
in a general sense, is not enough. 
One must take Jesus Christ to be 
his own and personal Saviour. And 
all who are really God’s children 
have Jesus Christ in this intimate 
and personal way. 


1. Salvation Means Simply 
Personally Having Christ 

In I John 5:11, 12 this marvel- 
ous truth is stated: “And this is 
the record, that God hath given 
to us eternal life, and this life 
is in his Son. He that hath the 
Son hath life; and he that hath 
not the Son of God hath not life.” 
One may be in the church and not 
be saved. One may live a good 
moral life according to accepted 
standards, and not be saved. One 
may be orthodox in doctrine and 
believe an adequate creed, accep- 
ting the truth of all the Bible, and 
not be saved. This personal recep- 
tion of Jesus Christ as one’s own 
Saviour is the absolute essential 
of salvation. This is what faith 
means, what repentance means, 
what coming to Christ means. If 
one has Jesus Christ, he is a child 
of God. And “he that hath not the 
Son of God hath not life.” 

You see, the dear Lord Jesus is 
not only given to the Christian, 
but He is accepted into the Chris- 
tian’s heart and is joined forever 
to the Christian. In the Christian 
is born a new nature. He is be- 
come a partaker of the divine na- 
ture. He is literally born-again, 
born from above. Of this new na- 
ture, born of God, it is said, ‘““Who- 
soever is born of God doth not 
commit sin; for his seed remain- 
eth in him: and he cannot sin, be- 
cause he is born of God.” This 
does not mean that the old na- 
ture, the old man of whom Paul 
speaks in Romans 7 is not still 


there, with the inborn tendency to 
sin. But now the Christian has 
also a new nature, born of God, 
and the seed of God remains in 
him. The Christian and God are 
joined together inseparably. 

“Christ in you, the hope of 
glory” (Col. 1:27) is the intimate 
personal possession of every child 
of God. 

Jesus said that when the blessed 
Holy Spirit should come to dwell 
in His disciples, the Holy Spirit 
should make this truth clear: “At 
that day ye shall know that I am 
in my Father, and ye in me, and 
I in you” (John 14:20). 


2. Bible Christians Called 
Jesus Their Own 

How sweetly conscious were the 
saints of Bible times of this pre- 
cious truth! In the oldest book in 
the Bible, written, we believe, be- 
fore the Pentafeuch, Job says, 
“For I know that MY redeemer 
liveth, and that he shall stand at 
the latter day upon the earth” 
(Job 19:25). MY Redeemer! David 
said by divine inspiration, ‘The 
Lord is MY shepherd.” And I am 
sure that David referred to the 
Lord Jesus. Jesus said, “I am the 
good shepherd” (John 10:11). And 
the Psalms of David repeatedly 
refer to the coming Messiah, the 
Saviour. David knew about “The 
Son” (Psa. 2:12) as well as the 
Father. So David wrote, not of a 
good Shepherd, but his own per- 
sonal Shepherd. 

Mary, before the Saviour was 
born, rejoiced and said, “My soul 
doth magnify the Lord, And my 
spirit hath rejoiced in God MY 
Saviour” (Luke 1:46, 47). And 
Elizabeth, soon to become the 
mother of John the Baptist, cried 
out, “And whence is this to me, 
that the mother of MY Lord 
should come to me?” (Luke 1:43). 

Mary Magdalene, when = she 
found the tomb of Jesus empty, 
said to the angels at the tomb, 
“.. They have taken away MY 
Lord, and I know not where they 
have laid him” (John 20:13). 

Among all the saints of God in 
the Bible, the dear Lord Jesus was 
their own personal Saviour. 

Paul also used the personal pro- 
noun in referring to Jesus.

“Christ Jesus, OUR Lord” (Il 
Tim. 1:2; Rom. 1:3; I Cor. 1:3). 
But with the New ‘Testament 
Christians, where the “our Lord” 
was used, it was always the per- 
sonally-possessed Saviour. 


3. The Christian Can Have God as 
Father Only Through Jesus 


It is only through Christ Jesus, 
OUR Saviour, OUR Lord, that 
God becomes our Father and be- 
comes our own God. We remem- 
ber that Jesus plainly said, ‘No 
man cometh unto the Father but 
by me” (John 14:6). And again He 
said, “He that hath seen me hath 
seen the Father” (John 14:9). He 
said, “I and my Father are one” 
(John 10:30). And again, “All 
things that the Father hath are 
mine” (John 16:15). Jesus is the 
express image of the Father. He 
is the brightness of God’s glory. 
He is God in human form. And 
through this same Jesus Christ, 
our Saviour, we come to know 
God as OUR Father. But it is 
blasphemy for anybody in the 
world to call God Father who does 
not come through Jesus Christ, 
and who does not trust in the 
atoning blood which Jesus shed 
to reconcile us to God. 


There is much silly talk about 
“the Fatherhood of God,” but God 
is not the Father of any one ex- 
cept those who trust in the Lord 
Jesus Christ. God is the Creator 
of all men, and He is the Provider 
and loving King of the universe.‘ 
He is the Judge of all men. But 
He is not the Father of any ex- 
cept those who are born again, 
born into God’s family. “No man 
cometh unto the Father, but by 
me,” said Jesus. 

In John, chapter 8, the moral 
Pharisees, churchmen of the day, 
faced Jesus. They inferred He was 
not a true son of Abraham, hinted 
that Jesus was born of fornication, 
illegitimate in birth. (I wonder 
how many times in His boyhood 
Jesus had heard that taunt from 
cruel and unbelieving people, or 
more likely from their frankér 
children!) Jesus talked to them 
plainly about their relationship 
to God. There Jesus told them: 

“Ye neither know me nor my 
Father: if ye had known me, ye 
should have known my Father 
also” (John 8:19). When they 


still scorned Him, Jesus said, “If 
God were your Father, ye would 
love me: for I proceeded forth and 
came from God: neither came I 
of myself, but he sent me. Why 
do ye not understand my speech? 
even »because ye cannot hear my 
word. Ye are of your father the 
devil, and the lusts of your father 
ye will do. He was a murderer 
from the beginning and abode 
not in the truth, because there is 
no truth in him. When he speaketh 
a lie, he speaketh of his own: for 
he is a liar, and the father of it” 
(John 8:42-44). 

These moral, upright people, so 
careful to tithe even mint, anise 
and cummin, were not children of 
God. They were of their father 
Satan. 

But Jesus expressly teaches 
born-again Christians to pray to 
“Our Father which art in heav- 
en.” In the Sermon on the Mount, 
God is spoken of as “your Father” 
or “thy Father” sixteen times, 
and once as “Our Father.” In 
those three chapters Jesus never 
once spoke of God as “the Fa- 
ther” but always as “your Fa- 
ther” or “thy Father” or “our Fa- 
ther.” If Christ is your own per- 
sonal Saviour, then God is your 
own personal Father! 

And, thank God, 


dwell in the body of every born- 
again believer. ‘“‘What? know ye 
not that your body is the temple 
of the Holy Ghost which is in you, 
which ye have of God, and ye are 
not your own?....therefore glo- 
rify God in your body, and in your 
spirit, which are God’s” (I Cor. 
6:19,20). And this Holy Spirit 
who dwells in the Christian teach- 


es us to feel the nearness of | 


God, our heavenly Father, and 
teaches us the intimate devotion 
that a child properly has for his 
own beloved Father. “For ye have 


ceived the Spirit of adoption, 
whereby we cry, Abba, Father” 
(Rom. 8:15). And abba is the 
Aramaic equivalent of Daddy or 
Papa, not the austere and formal 
term, but the intimate term of 
personal fellowship and relation- 
ship. 


4. Lost People Did Not Call 
God Their Own God 

While godly, born-again people 
in the Bible called God “my God” 
or “my heavenly Father,” the 
terms used to or by unsaved peo- 
ple about God is in great con- 
trast. 


To Isaac the Lord appeared and 
said, “I am the God of Abraham 
thy father” (Gen. 26:24). Probab- 
ly Isaac was saved, but not so in- 
timately acquainted with God as 
Abraham. To wilful Jacob who 
had sinned against his brother, 
deceived and lied to his father, 
running away from home, God 
appeared as he slept at Luz with 
his head on a stone and said, “I 
am the Lord God of Abraham 
thy father, and the God of Isaac 

..” (Gen. 28:13). 


When God sent Moses from the 
wilderness of Midian back to 
Egypt to the nation of unbeliev- 
ing Jewish slaves, oppressed by 
Pharaoh, “...And God said more- 
over unto Moses, Thus shalt thou 


say unto the children of Israel,. 


The Lord God of your fathers, 
the God of Abraham, the God of 
Isaac, and the God of Jacob, has 
sent me unto you. . .”(Exod. 3: 
15). Is God only the God of your 


father, or your own personal 
God? 

Darius, Medio-Persian king 
who had Daniel cast into the 


lion’s den for praying to his God, 
went through the night con- 
science-stricken. At early dawn 
he came to the lion’s den, and “he 
cried with a lamentable voice un- 
to Daniel: and the king spake and 
said to Daniel, O Daniel, servant 
of the living God, is thy God, 
whom thou servest continually, 
able to deliver thee from the 
lions?” (Dan. 6:20). Daniel came 
out unharmed, and Darius wrote 
a decree, “That in every dominion 
of my kingdom men tremble and 
fear before the God of Daniel: for 
he is the living God...” (Dan.

There are two or three things I 
want to fix on your minds regard- 
ing SALVATION AND SERVICE. 

(1) This promise of power is an 
after-work to regeneration, These 
disciples were not enquiring con- 
cerning salvation; that was not in 
their minds. They were asking him 
how they might receive this mar- 
velous power which was doing such 


wonders in the congregation. 


The answer is what I want us 
to grip today. It has ever been true 
in the lives of God’s people that 
what is here distinctly an endue- 
ment of power for service was an 
after-work to salvation. These dis- 


ciples had been 


converted and 


saved before they were ordered to 
tarry in Jerusalem until they were 
endued with power. They must be 
equipped for their special work by 


the Spirit of God. 


Salvation through Christ Jesus 
comes by faith and the power of 
the Holy Spirit. I am aware of the 
fact that people put us down in 
the class of so-called Second Bless- 
ingists. There are many good men 
whose shoe-latchets I am not wor- 
thy to stoop down and unloose, 
who, if you were to talk “second 
blessing” to them, would run. But 
a man will stand that when he has 


come to realize the truth of it. 


The apostle demonstrated the 
fact that it is one thing to be sav- 
ed, and another thing to be filled 


perience, I know when I was con- 
verted, I can go to the spot where 
I met the Lord in the forgiveness 
of sin, I can also go to Richmond, 
Virginia, in the old theatre, and 
show you the very spot where, la- 
ter, I accepted and definitely re- 
ceived God the Holy Ghost for 
service. My heart longs to see the 
church of God, not simply stand- 
ing for the doctrine, but also mani- 
festing it in personal heart-exper- 
ience—not merely being able to 
reason out this experience, but 
standing for it in heart and life.

He is 
talking about people who were all 
right, but they came under the 
power of seducing spirits. I talked 
to you the other day about doing 
things decently and in order. I 
talked to you about being “dili- 
gent in business, fervent in spir- 
it, serving the Lord.” Now the 
Devil is a strange sort of per- 
sonality. He has all kinds of se- 
ducing spirits. For instance, he 
will come into this school and if 


possible turn you into a fanatic 
and send you out a “nut.” He 
sends out fanatics so “good will 
be evil spoken of.’ He will if 
possible send some of you out 
in the world so cold that you 


have no zeal and no passion for 
souls. 


The Devil comes to some peo- 
ple with a philosophical type of 
mind and gives them a _ philoso- 
phical, cold slant on life. He comes 
to some other persons with a great 
emotional temperament and gets 
his power over them and turns 
them into slobbering, raving ma- 
niacs to act the fool. We read in 
the Bible about “lying spirits.” 
I have dealt with more people 
in the last two or three years 
—supposedly respectable people— 
who told the most unmitigated 
lies I have ever heard. And I know 
a few people—good people—who 
just see things, and who tell the 
biggest lies you ever heard. Now 
the Devil is like that. You take 
all this unclean .stuff going on 
in- this country where they go in 
and kill little babies and assault 
little children. You can’t conceive 
of it. The psychiatrists and all 
of them say they are crazy. It 
is a Satanic insanity. The Devil 
is concentrating his forces on this 
earth today as he probably has 
not done since our Lord was cruci- 
fied. I heard Dr. Campbell Morgan, 
the great preacher in London, say 
one time he believed that when 
Jesus Christ was in the Garden 
of Gethsemane that the Devil 
brought all of his resources to 
that one spot.

God Almighty ever told anybody 
to preach on healing. Don't get 
shocked! You say, “Don’t you be- 
lieve in healing the sick?’ I be- 
lieve the Lord hears prayer for 
sick people. I don’t believe He 
always heals the sick. Our bodies 
are under the curse of sin, and 
some folks are going to suffer. 
He didn’t hear Paul's prayer. 
Paul was a pretty good gentleman. 
Paul went to the Lord. He Said, 
“T asked Him three times to take 
the thorn out of my flesh.” He 
went to Him three times to ask 
Him to do it. God said, “I'll tell 
you what I will do, Paul.

Preach the Gospel, 
and don’t you push it aside even 
to pray for sick people or to do 
anything else! 

My good friend, Paul Rader 
that marvelous man of God—used 
to have his evangelistic services 
up in Chicago. He anointed the 
sick and prayed for them. Paul 
said, “I had no demonstration, but 
had a little prayer meeting in 
the corner for sick people.” That 
was all right. 

I was preaching up in Ohio. 
}One night the pastor said to me, 
“We'll have a little, quiet ser- 
vice here for these sick folks. 
I believe in praying for the sick.” 
I said, “Fine.” I think the Lord 
sometimes heals the sick in ans- 
wer to prayer. I personally have 
been healed in answer to prayer. 
I wouldn’t want a man to quit 
preaching the Gospel to run a 
healing meeting for me. I’d rather 
be sick than have the Gospel side- 
tracked. 


The Devil makes people lop- 
sided. Lop-sided here, lop-sided 
there! Here’s a crowd over here 
that wouldn’t even try to save a 
soul; here’s another crowd over 
here that would go off into fa- 
naticism. Bob Jones University 
stands today in the middle of the 
road with the emphasis on the 
Word of God and yet % fervent, 
sane Christian approach. 


We know what we're up against. 
We’re up against the Devil. We're 
up against satanic opposition. 
We're up against a wave of in- 
sanity that is sweeping the world 
today.

You can 
always know you are doing right 
when you are trying to get some- 
body to trust Jesus Christ as Sav- 
iour. You know you are doing 
right when you pray to God to 
help you win people to Jesus 
Christ. 


Seducing Spirits May Turn 
Christians to Over- 
Emotionalism 


I know some of the best peo- 
ple in the world—at heart—and 
they are going to Heaven when 
they die. And they don’t know 
that they’re under the power of 
seducing spirits. One time I was 
in a meeting and the power of 
God was on the service. I was 
just ready to close and a woman 
standing near the front screamed 
like a wild Indian out yonder 
with a tomahawk in his hand fix- 
ing to do some business. Then 
she began to shout. God was not 
in her yelling and shouting. The 
Devil made her ruin a great Gos- 
pel service. 


Listen! God is not in anything 
that anybody does anytime, any- 
where, that Keeps people from 
hearing the Gospel and getting 
saved. Anything that interferes 
with the Gospel of the grace of 
God is not of God. Now, God was 
either not in my preaching or 
not in that sister’s shouting. I 
was doing what God called me 
to do—preaching the Gospel. God 
did not call that sister to inter- 
fere with my doing what He called 
me to do.

God for himself spoke of “the God 
of Daniel.” 

To Jonah, asleep on the storm- 
tossed boat, the heathen ship cap- 
“tain said, “What meanest thou, O 
sleeper? arise, call upon thy God, 
if so be that God will think upon 
us, that we perish not.” Jonah 
was out of duty, but at least God 
was Jonah’s God! He was not the 
God of those who did not come to 
Him by faith in the coming Sa- 
viour. 

Those who have not received 
Christ have not received the Fa- 
ther. Those who cannot say of 
Jesus, “My Saviour,” 
of God, “My God,” or, “My heav- 
enly Father.”’ Pauk found that at 
Athens there was an altar ‘to the 
unknown God,” and his preaching 
about Jesus made them say, “He 
seemeth to be a setter forth of 
strange gods” (Acts 17:18). 

Certain vagabond Jews at Eph- 
esus “took upon them to call over 
them which had evil spirits the 
name of the Lord Jesus, saying, 
We adjure you by Jesus whom 
Paul preacheth” (Acts 19:13). 
These were seven sons of one 
Sceva, a Jew, and chief of the 
priests, who did not know Jesus 
personally, but spoke of “Jesus 
whom Paul preacheth.” I am con- 
vinced that many a modernist in 
the pulpit today does not know 
Jesus Christ as his own personal 
Saviour, but preaches only “Jesus 
whom Paul preacheth,” not them- 
selves having been born again. 

Festus, discussing Paul’s case 
before King Agrippa, said that all 
the discussion was about “one 
Jesus, which was dead, whom 
Paul affirmed to be alive.” Oh, 
how sad for any poor sinner in 
the world to have to speak only 
impersonally of “one Jesus” when 
he could make it so easily, “My 
Jesus’’! 


I have heard men pray as if 
they were being introduced for 
the first time to the court of St. 
James, and were appearing before 
thé'SEnglish king. In fancy I can 
see these men in spiritual knee- 
breeches with powdered wigs com- 
ing to bow formally before an 
impersonal deity, and then walk- 
ing out backwards, according to 
court etiquette! But that is not 
the way God teaches His children 
to come to Him. We are to say 
to Him, “Our Father... ” 


I have been rebuked for pray- 


ing to God without using the 
formal “thou” and “thee” lan- 
guage of seventeenth century 


English when the King James 
translation of the Bible was 
made. Now I do not mind if you 
are so accustomed to formal lan- 
guage that it can be intimate and 
sweet, and if it is no hindrance 
to your loving fellowship. But 
God does not want formality in 
His*own children’s approach; He 
wants a loving and believing 
heart to come to Him as a child 
to his father. 


5. It Is Proper to Call Jesus 
Endearing Terms 


Words of praise seem to tumble 
over themselves as they come 
from the lips of the divinely-in- 
spired writer of our text in Isaiah 
9:6: “Unto us a child is born, unto 
uS a son is given: ...and his name 
shall be called Wonderful, Coun- 
sellor, The mighty God, The ever- 
lasting Father, The Prince of 
Peace.” There ought to be ex- 
clamation points after every one 
of those words. Oh, how sweet 
it is to praise the Lord Jesus and 
tell of His wonders and goodness! 

And it is not wrong to call 
Jesus endearing terms, and to 
praise Him with loving words. 

Do you suppose when the dear 
Lord Jesus allowed John to lean 
on His breast in the most inti- 
mate posture, that John never 
whispered, “I love Thee, I love 
Thee, my Lord Jesus, my precious 
Saviour”? John called himself 
“the disciple whom Jesus loved.” 
How did he know that he was es- 
pecially beloved of the Saviour? 
I suppose Jesus must have told 
him so. The dear Lord Jesus Him- 
self may well have whispered it 
in John’s ear. And I cannot doubt 
that words of praise and endear- 
ment welled up in John’s heart 
and in his tongue. The praises 
of Mary, “My soul doth magnify 
the Lord, and my spirit hath

cannot say |’ 


rejoiced in God my Saviour” 
(Luke 1:46,47) did not displease 
God. When Thomas’ doubts were 
over and he fell at Jesus’ feet 
saying, “My Lord and my God!” 
(John 20:28), it did not offend 
the dear Saviour. If Thomas’ lips 
trembled and if tears gushed 
forth from his eyes, it was only 
the natural reaction of a loving 
heart whose doubts were settled, 
whose sins were forgiven, whose 
backsliding was healed! O, Chris- 
tians ought to praise the Lord 
Jesus and love Him and tell Him 
so! 

I have heard Christians, usually 
humble and_ ignorant people, 
sometimes fanatical to a degree, 
calling on Jesus Christ as, “my 
dear sweet Jesus,” and it did not 
offend me. When my ‘own 
daughters were tiny, they would 
sit in my lap or stand in the 
automobile seat beside me, pat 
my face, rumple my hair, 
my ears, and say over and over, 
“My sweet Daddy! Sweet Dad- 
dy!” That did not displease me. 
And I am sure that when the 
Holy Spirit puts in the believing 
and loving heart of a young 
Christian to call Jesus affection- 
ate names, or to call the heavenly 
Father by the most _ intimate 
terms, it is not offensive to Deity. 
“We have received the spirit of 
adoption, whereby we cry, Abba” 
or Daddy or Papa. 


No lover ever called his dear 
one more endearing terms than 
saints of God have called the 
Lord Jesus. Bernard of Clairvaux, 
a Catholic monk, had such en- 
dearment in mind, no _ doubt, 
when he wrote, “Jesus, the very 
thought of thee, with sweetness 


fills my breast!” 


Gipsy Smith wrote the words 
to a music-hall melody, 


He is Mine, 
Loving me, seeking me, finding me, 
Keeping me 
He is Mine! 


William Ralph Featherston at 
sixteen wrote the words to which 
A. J. Gordon wrote the music; 


My Jesus, I love Thee, I know 
Thou art mine. 

For Thee all the follies of sin I 
resign; 

My gracious Redeemer, my Saviour 
art Thou; 

If ever I loved Thee, my Jesus, 
tis now.

All the motives that actuate our 
life, in private or in public, should 
be golden, both in God’s sight and 
with the people. Golden hinges 
would not be seen when the door 
is closed but the Lord records 
that they were gold for He sees 
when no other eye can see. 


Hinges are mentioned also in 
Proverbs 26:14, where we read, 
“As the door turneth upon its 
hinges, so does the slothful man 
upon his bed.’”’ Hinges in this case 
represent the activity or the in- 
activity of that lazy man who has 
no goal, no aim, and no object 
in his life. He gets nowhere, he 
makes no progress, he accomp- 
lishes nothing. He is satisfied with 
his own comfort and his own 
peace. He undertakes nothing for 
God nor for man. He is like the 
door swinging and swinging again, 
but remaining in his place of use- 
lessness and obscurity. 


NAILS WILL BE CONSID-

THE NAILS OF SOLOMON’S 
TEMPLE were made of gold. 
Their value is given to us in II 
Chronicles 3:9 and the amount 
is $1,454,250. Again we observe 
that God gives careful scrutiny 
to every little thing. The nails 
were hidden from sight in the 
temple, they were covered with 
plates of gold and with gems of 
beauty, nevertheless God sees be- 
neath the surface and notes the 
value of these little hidden things. 
David prepared iron nails for the 
Temple and this is recorded in 
I Chronicles 22:3. Their value is 
not given. It seems that Solo 
mon was not pleased to use iron 
nails.

me shall come to me; and him 
of Christ and to take vengeance | that cometh to me I will in no 
on those who dared offend. No,| wise cast out” (John 6:37). 
Jesus Himself did not take ven- 
geance! And God Himself does 
not immediately take vengeance. 
He will avenge sin, but not nec- 
essarily immediately. God gave 
His dear Son into the hands of 
sinners. He gave Jesus knowing 
that He would be hated, bruised, 
mocked, beaten, murdered. God 
gave Jesus into the hands of sin- 
ners. 


So, dear friend unsaved, you 
who scorn the Lord Jesus and re- 
ject Him, I am just reminding 
you that God gave Jesus to you 
so you could do with Him as you 
will. God gave Jesus to save you, 
if you will be saved. Eventually 
God will have glory in your dam- 
nation if He cannot have glory 
in your salvation. But Jesus 
Christ, the dearest One of Heav- 
en, the express image of the Fa- 
ther, the Creator of the universe, 
is given into your hands to do 
with as you will. You may be for 
Him or against Him. You may 
love Him or hate Him. You may 
accept Him or reject Him. You 
may: confess Him or deny Him. 
But He is yours, and deal with 
Him you must! To be sure, you! 
will suffer the torments of the 
damned if you reject Him, but 
you still have the privilege to re- 


2. So Salvation Is Easy for 
Any One Who Honestly 
Wants to Be Saved 


Sometimes a sinner says, “But 
I am afraid I don’t have the 
right kind of faith!” I am sorry 
to think that preachers may have 
encouraged that kind of thoughts, 
but it is all wrong. To be sure, 
the historical belief of a fact is 
not saving faith, but then it is 
not faith at all in’any real and 
scriptural sense. One who depends 
upon Christ for salvation has 
saving faith. Never mind about his 
feeling—whether he feels “light 
as a feather,” whether he has 
full assurance, whether he knows 
all that is involved in turning to 
Christ from his sins: if one hon- 
estly turns to Christ, depending 
on Him for salvation, then he has 
salvation. So says the clear Word 
of God, repeated many times. “He ; 
that believeth on the Son hath 
everlasting life’ (John 3:36). “He 
that believeth on him is not con- 
demned” (John 3:18). “...All that 
believe on him are justified from 
all things, from which ye could 
not be justified by the law of 
Moses” (Acts 13:39). And again, 
‘Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ,

and thou shalt be saved’ (Acts 
16:31). 


Sometimes we preachers say to 
sinners, “You should make peace 
with God.” What we mean, of 
course, is that the sinner should 
seek God, and that is true. But 
that kind of terminology is wrong. 
No sinner has to make peace 
with God. God has already given 
His Son Jesus to make peace! 
Jesus Christ has already paid all 
the debt. He has already broken 
down all the barriers between God 
and men. Jesus Christ has already 
cleared away everything’ that 
could stand between a sinner and 
God, except the sinner’s own will. 
The sinner has only to turn to 
Christ willingly, and he is ac- 
cepted. Thank God, Jesus Christ 
has already made peace. ‘‘For he 
és our peace, who hath made both 
and hath broken down the 
middle wall of partition between 
us’ (Eph. 2:14). O sinner, how 
sad it is that Jesus is the Saviour 
< world but not your Sav- 
How sad it is that God is 
the only true God, but not your 
God! 

It may be that 
doubts and fears. It may be that 
wicked men have planted in your 
mind wicked seeds of unbelief 
about the Bible and about the 
deity of Christ. The. thing to do 
és to come to Christ yourself, as 
did doubting Thomas, who said, 
“Except I shall see in his hands 
the print of the nails, and put my 
finger into the print of the nails, 
and thrust my hand into his side,

f will not believe’ (John 20:25). 
Was the dear Saviour offended | 
that Thomas wanted proof that | 
the Lord Jesus was risen from| 
the dead? Do you suppose that | 
God is not willing to give the| 
evidence to a doubter who sin- 
cerely wants to know the truth? 
You are mistaken if you think 


God is not ready tc prove Himself 
et any time. Jesus said, ‘Reach 
hither thy finger, and behold my 
hands; and reach hither thy hand, 
and thrust it into my side: and 
be not faithless, but believing” 
(John 20:27). 

I am not surprised that Thomas 
proved to himself that Jesus 
was literally risen from the dead, 
that He was God in human form 
as He claimed to be, that He was 
the only Saviour. “And Thomas 
answered and said unto him, My 
ford and my God.” And every 
doubter who reads this may come 
to know the thing just as cer- 
tainly. I challenge you to draw 
near to God in your heart. I chal- 
lenge you to confess your sins, 
edmit your blindness, beg for 
tight. I challenge you to promise 
God that you will faithfully read 
the Bible and follow all the light 
that God gives you, and then do 
what you promised. I assure you 


that the dear Lord Jesus, who is 
e@lready given to you, who has al- 
ready suffered for you, has al- 
ready paid for your salvation, 
will meet every requirement of 
any honest, seeking heart. You, 
too, can come to say, “My Lord 
and my God!” 

I want to beg every sinner who 
hears me not to wait. Make Jesus 
your own Saviour today.

My Christ is Truth; and He is 
more, He is the One of Truth. I 
should be sorry to accept any phil- 
osophy that took away my per- 
6onal Lord; and many today might 
properly say to Mrs. Eddy, “They 
have taken away my Lord.

things of God’s Word. Apart from 
its employment the twenty-third 
Psalm would lose its meaning.

“Did you ever stop to reflect 
upon how prominent a part the 
possessive pronouns play in this 
Psalm? “The Lord is my shep- 
herd.’ That word ‘my’ expresses 
the most blessed Lordship that 
life knows. ‘My sister’—that dif- 
ferentiates her from all the other 
girls in the world; ‘my mother’ 
—that sets her apart from every 
woman, no matter how noble the 
others may be; ‘my brother’—posi- 
tively I pity those who can never 
employ that phrase! You must call 


it ‘the child’ not ‘my child’! You 
know not that sweetness—'my 
child’! And yet, I pity more the 


man who cannot say, ‘My Christ’! 
The one interpretation of the Song 
of Solomon that is accepted by 
practically every spiritually-mind- 
ed man is that it is a putting figura- 
tively of the affection that should 
exist between the Bride—the 
Church, and the Husband—Christ. 
And do you remember how Solo- 
mon writes, ‘I am my-~-beloved’s 
and my beloved is mine’? Do you 
ever stop to think of the part 
this possessive pronoun plays in 
the great hymns of the Church 
of God?
